IN CALIFORNIA. 
Children. Did Not Reach Bedside in 
Time to See Him Alive. 


A death that is a source of regret 
te Grayling friends was that of Wil- 
liam C. Fischer, who passed away at 
Compton, California, where he went 
lust autunin, intending to take up his 
residence, owing to his ill-health. Mr. 
Fischer was suffering’ with tuberculo- 
sis of the bones and; the climate of 
Grayling even in the summer time 
did not seem to agree with him. How- 
ever after spending one winter in 
Madison, Wis., and the:following win- 
ter in California he returned to Gray- 
ling for the summer. enjoying the 
comforts of his cottage at Lake Mar- 
erethe. Last fall he decided to move 
to California and with Mrs. Fischer 
left for that place. 

Since leaving Grayling Mr. Fischer 
Las been ir a feeble condition. Three 
weeks previons to his death he was 
removed from his home to a hospital 
in Compton, and a “week before his 
death was returned to his home. Last 
Wednesday a message was received 
of his critical condition and Thursday 
afternoon his daughters Mrs. George 
MePeak and family and Mrs. Frank 
Shanahan and baby left for his bed- 
side. but arrived there too late to see 
their father alive. With Mrs. Fischer 
in Compton are her daughter, Mrs. 
Irving Hodge and family. Mr. Fis- 
cher’s death is a severe shock to his 
family and friends, although they 
knew that for the past three years 
he has been in feeble health. His 
children to whom he was a thought- 
ful and loving father did everything 
they could for his comfort, and Mrs. 
Fischer, his wife never tired of grant- 
ing him every wish. 

William Carl Fischer, son of Kath- 
rina and John Fischer was born in 
Langeland, Denmark, April 26, 1858.

INCOME TAX FACTS. 


Changes in the revenue law are of 
material benefit to the average family 
man. Under the revenue act of 1921 
a married person, living with wife or 
husband, whose net income for 1921 
was $5,000 or less, is allowed a per- 
sonal exemption of $2,500. Under the 
revenue act of 1918 the exemption al- 
lowed a married person was $2,000 
regardless of the amount of net in- 
come. 

The norma! tax rate is the same, 4 
per cent on the first 4,000 of net 
income above the exemptions and 8 
per cent on the remaining net income. 
Given his personal exemptions of 
$2,500, plus $400 for each dependent, 
a married man with three children— 
the average American family—will 
puy thisyearoua net income of 
$4,000 a tax of $12. On the same in- 
come for 192] he would have paid a 
tax of $56. 

Every citizen and resident of the 
United States must determine for 
himself whether his income for 1921 
was sufficient to require that a return 
be-fited, Full instructions for making 
out a return are contained on the 
forms, a copy of which will be sent 
to taxpayers who filed a return last 
veay, Fajlure to receive a return 
however does not relieve a taxpaye: 
of his obligation to file a return on 
time, on or before Mareh 15, 1922. 
Forms may be obtained from collect- 
ers of internal revenue and branch 
officer,

WHAT EVERY WOMAN WANTS 
TO KNOW. 


(By Home Economics Department 
Michigan Agricultural College.) 
The old, old question of whether or 

not candies and other sweets are 
harmful for children is never more 
important than at this season, when 
reserve supplies from the holidays are 
present in the majority of American 
homes. A flat answer “No”, seems 
particularly cruel at this time; and, 
as a matter of fact, the answer can 
be made with reservations. 

Sweets the child should have, but 
not candy; unless it be a small piece 
of plain, home-made, pure sugar can- 
dy, preferably at the end of the meal. 
Sugar is a desirable part pf the diet 
and the only objection which can be 
raised, to/its use in reasonable amounts 
ina mixed dietisthatit is sometimes 
allowed to take the place of foods, 
and so spoils the child's appetite for 
other important things. 

Until the child is five years old he 
needs no candy, as such. The correct 
proportion may be judged for the 
child over five by averaging the whole 
amount of sugar he obtains in all his 
foods as: 5 to 7 years, 1 tablespoon- 
ful daily; 7 to 12 years, 2 tablespoon: 
fuls daily. 

The child’s craving for candy very 
often results from improper food hab- 
its, irregular feeding, and lack of war 
ter or milk. Merely. because candy is 
ready at hand, and often ‘that means 
“store candy” which is likely to be 
rerm-ladeh, and unwholesome. in econ- 
tent—the child is given it in order to 
calm the storm’which his natural hun- 
ger for wholesome bread, butter, and 
milk has created. 

Cut down the candy ration and 
watch his complexion his appetite, and 
his disposition improve.

Then suddenly a hew pprty and a 
new Lincoln were born on the same 
day in 1853, ac a great meeting tn 
Bloumington, Mlinols, There his soul 
was to come Into its statellest man- 
ston out of its lower vaulted past. 
For him the fulness of time had ar 
elved. He waar prepared for it. His 
‘atellect had also reachod the fulness 
of \ta power. Now his great right 
hand wns ready for the thunderbolts 
which his spirit bad been slowly forg- 
‘ng. God calted htm tn the votces of 
the crowd. Be war quick to newer. 


He went up the steps to the platform. 
I saw, as he came forward, that he 
had taken the erogs upon him, Oh, 
!t was a memorable thing to see the 
smothered flame of his spirit leaping 
into hig face. His hands were on bis 
hips. He seemed to grow taller as he 
advanced. The look of him reminds 
me now of what the famous bronze 
founder in Paris said of the death- 
mask, that {t was the most beautiful 
head and face he had ever seen. What 
shall I say of his words save that 
it seemed to me that the voice of God 
was in them? The reporters forgot 
to report. It ts a lost speech. There 
ls no record of It. I suppose. it was 
scribbled with a pencll on scraps of 
paper and on the backs of envelopes 
at sundry times, agreeably with his 
habit, and committed to memory. So 
this great speech, called by some the 
noblest effort of his life, was never 
printed. Y remember one sentence, re- 
ating to the Nebraska bill. 

“Let us use ballots, not bullets, 
against the weapons of violence, which 
are those of kingeraft. Thelr fruits 
are the dying bed of the fearless Sum- 
ner, the ruins of the Free State hotel, 
the smoking timbers of the Herald of 
Freedom, the governor of Kansas 
chained to a stake Hike a horse-thief.” 

In June, 1958, he took the longest 
step of all. The Republican state con- 
vention had endorsed hfm for the Uni- 
ted States senate. .It was then that 
he wrote on: envelopes and scraps 
of paper at odd moments, when his 
mind was off duty, the speech begin- 
ning: 

“A house divided against {tself must 
fall Qur government can not long 
endure part slave and part free” 

I was among the dozen friends to 
whom he read that speech In the State 
house Wbrary. One sald ’of those first 
sentences: “It is a fool utterance.”

Another declared that It would drive 
away the Demerrats who had lately 
joined the party, Herndon and I were 
the only ones who approved It.

Ottawa thrust “The: Little Giant” of 
Itinols out of his'way forever. It was 
this pregnant query: : 
"Can the ‘people of a United States 
territory in any lawful way and 
against the wish of any citizen of the 
United States exclude slavery from 
its limits prior to the formation of a 
state constitution?” 

He knew that Douglas would an- 
swer yes and that, doing so, he would 
alienate. the South und destroy his 
chance to he President two years luter, 
That is exactly what came to pass. 
“The Little Glunt’s” answer was the 
famous "Freeport Heresy.” He was 
elected to the senate, but was no long. 
er possible as a candidute for the 
presidency, 

I come new to the last step fn the 
career of my friend and beloved mus- 
ter, It wus the Republican conven- 
tlon of 1860 In Chicago. I was a 
delegate. The New Yorkers crime tn 
white beaver hats, enthusiastle for 
Seward, thelr favorite son. He was 
the man we dreaded most. Many in 
the great crowd were wearing his col- 
ors, The delegations were in earnest 
session the night before the balloting 
began. The hotel corridors were 
thronged with exctted men. My fa- 
ther had become a man of wealth and 
great Influence in Illinois. 1 was with 
him when he went Into the meeting of 
the Michigan delegates and talked to 
them. He told how he came West tn 
a wagon and saw the spirit of Amer- 
ica In the water floods of Niagara and 
saw again the spirit of America in the 

Hfe of the bey, Abe Lincoln, then 
flowing toward its manhood. When 
he sat down, the Honorable Dennis 
Flanagan arose and told of meeting 
the Traylor party at the Falls, when 
he was driving an ox-team, in a tail 
beaver hat; how he had remembered 
thelr good advice and cookies and 
jerked venison, 

“Gentlemen,” he said, “I am willing 
to take the word of a man whose name 
is hallowed by my dearest recallec- 
tious. And believing what he has said 
of Abraham Lincoin, f am for hj on 
the second ballot.” 

The green Irish tad, whom I remem- 
ber dimly, had become a great pollti- 
eal chieftain and his words had much 
effect. There was a stlr among the 
delegates. I turned apd saw the tall 
form of Horace Greeley entering the 
door. His big, full face looked rather 
serious. He wore gold-bowed specta- 
cles. He was smooth-shaven save for 
the silken, white, throat beard that 
came out from under his collar, His 
head was bald on top with soft, sil- 
yered locks over each ear. They called 
on him to speak. He stepped forward 
and said slowly in a high-pitehed 
drawl: 

“Gentlemen, this is my speech: On 
your second ballot vote for Abrahum 
Lincoln of Hingis.” 

He bowed und left the room and 
visited many delegations. and every- 
where expressed his convictions In 
this formula. Backed by his tremen- 
dous personality and influence, the 
simple words were impressive. I doubt 
not they turned scores of men fram 
Seward to the great son of llfnois. 

Then—the campaign with its crowds, 
its enthusiasm, Its Vesuvian mutter- 
ings. There was a curious touch of 
humor and history in its banners, Here 
are three of them:

A quartet sang. Mr. Lincoln asked 
fis friends and neighbors to pray for 
his success, He was moved by the 
sight of them and could not have said 
much df he had tried. The bell rang. 
The train started. He waved his hand 
and was gone, Not many of us who 
stood trying to see through our tears 
were agnin to look upon him. The 
years of preparation were ended and 
those of sacrifice had begun, 


Now, we are at the foot of the last 
hill, For a long tlme I had seen It 
looming in the distance. Those days 
tt fitted my heart with a great fear. 
Now, how benutlful. how lonely It 
seems! Oh, but what a vineyard on 
that very frultful bill! I speak low 
when I think of It. Harry Needles 
and I were on our way to Washington 
that fateful night of April 14, 1865. 
We renched there at on early hour in 
the morning. We made our way 
through the crowded streets to the lit- 
tle house opposite Ford’s theater! An 
officer who knew me cleared a way for 
us to the door.

THADDEUS OF 
WARSAW

Jane Porter, 
British novelist, 
was born at Dar- 
ham in 1776. Her 
fe and iiterary 
reputation were 
closely linked with 
those of her als- 
ter, Anna Maria 
Porter, novelist, 
and her brother, 
Sir Robert Ker 
Porter, painter 
and traveler. Af- 
ter their father's 
death in 1779, 
thelr mother re- 
moved to Edin- 
burgh, where the 
children, as they 
grew older, bad 
their love of ro- 
mance stimuinted 
by association 
with Flora Macdonald and the young 
Waiter Scott. The sixter, Auna Maria, 
| published a long series of works dur- 
ing the years between 1797 and 1830; 
‘bat in the meantime, Jane Porter, 
‘whose Intellectual power, though 
slower of development and in expres+ 
afon, was greater than her stater’s,” 
Published her first work, “Thaddeus of 
Waraaw” (1803), which gained for her 
} an immediate popularity. tt was trans- 
fated into several languages, and won 
for the author the election as canoness 
, Of the Teutonic order of St. Joachim. 

Some years before the appenrance of 
Scott's “Waverley,” Jane Porter at- 
tempted the uatiogal romance tn her 
“Scottish Chiefs.” The story of Wal- 
lace had been a grent favorite with 
her aince childhéod; and the puem of 
“Blind Harry” (Henry the Minstrel) 
was doubtless well known to her. The 
| book-lncked historical accuracy and she 
made the figure of Wallace a rather 
sentimental conception of the charac- 
ter; yet her picturesque porrer of nar- 
ration snved the story from oblivion. 

Miss Porter's later works include 
“The Pastor's Fireside,” “Duke Chris- 
tian of Lunenburg,” “Coming Out” and 
“The Field of Forty Footsteps.” She 
| wrote in conjunction with ber sister, 
“Tales "Round a Winter Hearth.” She 
wrote also some playa and made fre- 
queat contributions to current periodi- 
eala. 

Mise Porter joined her brother in 
: Russia for a time. but at bin death 
'ghe returned to England to reside with 
her eldest brother at Bristol, where she 


died on the 24th of May, 1850. 

W Poland has won her freedom 

still fresh in our memory, 

; we reread with renewed Interest the 

old-time classic, “Thaddeus of War- 

saw,” 

The story takes place at that grim 
era of history when the little kingdom 
of Poland was attacked by Russia and 
Austria, and having been defeated un- 
der the leadership of Kosciusko was 
forced to sign the ignominious treaty of 
partition that gave her territory to the 
conquerors and wiped her name from 
off the roll of free nations, From that 
date until this Poland, as an indepen- 
dent country, has not existed. 

Jane Porter lived when the shadow 
of this cruel tragedy still darkened 
the world, and she penned her ro- 
mance of “Thaddeus” only nine years 
after Kosciusko had been taken cap- 
tive and while he was the idol of the 
hour. 

The noble house of Sobieski was in- 
tensely patriotic and its loyalty to the 
ruling monarch, Stanistuus, led not 
only the palatine but his grandson, 
Thaddeus, Into the fray. 

It was the young man's first glimpse 
of war and we see him and his grand- 
father setting forth to battle in the 
highest spirits. Before the boy leaves 
home his mother, the Countess 
Therese, presents him with a minia- 
ture of his father, whom he had pre- 
viously supposed to be deud; and a 
letter from which he learns that his 
unknown parent was an Eueglishman 
‘named Sackville, who, while a guest 
iat “Villanaw,” the Sobieski estate, 
married Therese and afterward desert- 
ed her. Since his mysterious disap- 
pearance nothing has ever Deen heard 
of him. In the meantime Thaddeus 
; has been brought up under the name 
of Sobijesk! and has given his word 
never to assume any other. 

The discovery that he is of English 
parentage is a happy one, for our 
hero’s best friend Pembroke Somerset, 
ig also an Englishman. While travel- 
ing through Russia for a holiday Pem- 
broke, for the mere adventure of It, 
bas been persuaded to take up arms 
against Poland; and would have per- 
ished miserably when wounded in bat- 
: tle had he net fallen into the hands of 
' young Sobiesk!, who, from an impulse 
of pity, saves his life und takes him 
back to “Villanow.” Here the stranger 
Js welcomed with all kindness, and so 
‘ winning is his personality that he 

speedily becomes a second son fn the 

home.

Professor ef Farm Crops Speaks, 


Listen! Prof, J. F. Cox, of Farm 
Crops Department, is speaking. He 
says that from 1909 to 1919 clover 
acreage in Michigan decreased 28% 
percent. But, that in the same time clo- 
ver seed decreased only 4 per cent, 
and hay decreased 39.4 per cent, 
What caused this great drop in hay 
while seed dropped so little? hy, 
simply use of unadapted seed. All 
Lut ‘/ per cent of seed trade people of 
United States violated agreement not 
tu handle Italian or Mediterranean 
clover seed. He spoke the name of 
two seed houses as being unreliable, 
yet | fear some Crawford County far- 
mers patronize them because their 
seed seems cheap. Prof. Cox said: 
“Avoid last minute seed purchases.” 

“Without legumes to turn under 
there will be little efficient farming. 

“Great need of lime is one cause of 
decrease of clover.” Lack of organ- 
ic matter in soil is another cause, You 
see I was right in urging greater use 
of green manures. . 

“Alfalfa is gaining in Michigan. It 
increased 754 per cent between 1909 
and 1919, while clover was losing. 

“From same acreage of alfalfa the 


production is about double that, of 
clover, 
“Get certified seed from Farm Bu- 


reau. 

“Warmers can cut cost of production 
by turning under alfalfa. 

“When a man begins to feed alfalfa 
and corn silage he has begun to be a 
good feeder. 

“When a man begins to turn under 
alfalfa he has begun to be a good soils 
man. 

“Use 200 to 300 pounds acid phos- 
phate per aere in starting alfalfa.
